Ring of Iron, Ring of Wool. Kay Sage was one of the few American artists to be closely 
involved with the French Surrealist movement. Ring of Iron, Ring of Wool was completed 
at the height of her career and incorporates all of the hallmarks of her signature style: a 
haunting, desolate landscape; beautifully-rendered yet enigmatic forms; and 
sophisticated variations in tone and color. The title is thought to be a reference to the 
traditional gifts for a couple’s sixth and seventh anniversaries. 1947 marked the sixth 
anniversary of Sage and Tanguy’s move to Woodbury, Connecticut and the seventh of 
their marriage.

Spin, Weave, Gather. Spin, Weave, Gather honors North Carolina’s history of textile 
production and was made in collaboration with STARworks in Star, North Carolina, which 
provided materials, glassblowing facilities, and the team of glassblowers with whom 
Callan worked. Housed in a former hosiery mill, STARworks is an artist community, 
studio, and gallery space for artists working in glass, metal, and clay. Callan was first 
inspired by the area’s history as an artist-in-residence at STARworks in 2016. She made 
the panels of this work as tubes that she later cut open, flattened, and finished in her 
Seattle studio.
